Before this letter gets into print, 
the College will have shut its doors, 
and its varied habitues will be scat- 
tered all over the Union. It is 
therefore, perhaps, allowable for us 
to turn our eyes behind us to take 
note of our bearings and see how far 
we have drifted from our last 
anchorage. 

On the whole, we have gone for- 
ward. The standard of study has 
been raised, yet tbe college is ad- 
vancing steadily in the arts of pro- 
gress. There seems to be a growing 
spirit of studiousness, which has, 
unfortunately, been woefully lack- 
ing heretofore. In addition, there 
appears to be an increasing desire 
for fairness and equity between the 
students and Faculty, which is as it 
should be. 

Another point of advance Is in the 
relations between the Preps and 
Uppers. Formerly it was the cus- 
tom to regard a " Rat" as some sort 
of inanimate object, without feeling 
or power of thought, to be kicked 
around haphazard and made a veri- 
table footstool to those " higher up." 
Under the new regime it is thought 
sufficient if the Prep recognizes his 
insignificant place at the foot of the 
ladder and shows a fitting respect 
for those ahead of him.

Taken as a whole, Gallaudet has 
had an excellent year in athletics.
